' more particularly concern the Saints of the laſt times, 1 
ſhall make ic appear , how all along this crach hath been 
reſtified nnco from the ficlt co the laſt : we (hall begin with 
Gods promiſe unto Abraham the thirteenth of Geneſc,and 
the fifch verſe; And the Lord paid nvto eAbrabam after 
| that Lot was —_ from him, Lift up now thine eyes, 
) and look from the place where thou arr, Northward , and 
| Sonrbward, and Eaſtward, and Weſtward: For all the land 
which thou ſeeſt, co thee will I give it, and to thy feed for 
ever. This land was the land of Canaaz which God pro- 
mied Abraham;yea,and a promiſe that is yet tobe fulfilled, 
Objelt, eAbraham was inthe Land of {araan, and his 
feed after him, 
eAnſw, It is trne ; but in what condition ? they were 
rangers, and Pilgrims there, and this they confeſſed, and 
therefore this conld not be 2 poſſeſſion of ir, 
1 O65. I, but God in promiſing Abraham the Land of Ca++ 
aan,it was a Type of the heayenly Canaan, 
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Anſw. It is true, Abraham bad an eye of faich to fee into 
the promiſed reſi, as all the ſeed of Abrahars thar are ſpiri- 
rua] Jews have; However > there is more then this in the 
promiſe, 

For, obſerve how God cites this promiſe noco him : ir is 
ſaid, Afrer that Lot was ſeparated from him. 1 do not que- 
tion bur that Loe belongerh unto the general Aﬀembly, and 
Church of the firſt-born , whoſe names are written ip Hea- 
ven, but yet Gods Covenant muſt be wich Abrabam : now 
obſerve the promiſe, For all the land which chou ſeeti,to 
thee will I give ir, and to thy ſeed for ever ; now we know 
that a]l che Types of the Law, 2s that of the bloud of Bulls, 
and Coars, and others, they did all center in Jeſus Chriſt, 
and (o every true believer hach entered into thar re(t : bur 
conſider what the Lord ſaith, The Land which chou ſect, 
che breadth and length of it, will I giveuntothee , and to 
thy ſeed for ever. And yon ſhall finde in many places of 
Scripture, that when the Lord promiſes ro bripg back a- 
oain the Captivity of the Jews, (he faith) I will brivg chem 
into their own Land: a Scripture as clear as the Sun, for 
this , you may ſee in Jer. 23-5,6,7,, Bebold, the 
dayes come , faith the Lord, that 1 will raiſe vnto Da- 
vid a righteons branch, and a King ſhall reign and pro{< 
per , and execute Juiicoqga#d Judgement in the Earth. 
In his dayes Jedah ſhall be ſaved , and /-ae/ ſhall dwell 
ſafely : and this 1s his name whereby he ſhall be called, The 
Laxd our righteouſneſle : and in verſ, 8, They ſhall dwell 
in their own Land, So that here is both the two Tribes, and 
the ren Tribes promied to enjoy their own Land agair, 
which 1s the Land of (anaarn, under the rule and reizn 
of that righteous branch unto David , which is the Lord 
« Jefus Chriſty for it is ſaid,he mult execute Juſtice and Jndge- 
ment inthe earth, That Chriſt is thar branch ſpoken of, you 
may ſee plainly in the eleventh of /ſaiab, the firſt verſe: the 
whole Chapter 13 a ({weer diſcovery of the Kinedom of 
Chriſt ;and in the nicth verſe (he faich) The earth ſhall he 
{ull of the knowledge of the Lord,as the waters coveribe 
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Sea, We ſhall now begin with all the Prophets that have 
ſpoken in the name of the Lord: and chac the Lord might be 
jaflified ont of che mouchs of che'wicked , and forch wic- 
ked Balaom in the 24th, of Numbers, and the third verſe, 
And he took up his Parable,and ſaid,Ba/aew the Son of Beor 
bach ſaid, and the man whoſe eyes are open hath ſaid, Pray 
obſerve in the firſt place, ic is ſaid in the ſecond verſe, that 
the Spirit of God was upon him : from whence I would in- 
ferre this,thart a Son] by che common enlightning of che Spi- 
ric may come to ſee into this andother glorious truths, and 
therefore ic ought co, be one care , that we have not onely 
that Spirit upon as , bur the Spirit inus ; and as Chriſt ſaith,

many waters, and his King ſhall be higher then Agag, and © 


his Kingdom ſhall be exalced. Jeſus Chriſt ſhall be higher 
then all che Agags, and Nimrods,and Pocentates of the 
Earth, For he is che great and onely Porentace , the King 
of Kings,and Lord of Lords, 1 Tin,6.1 5, Hoſes alſo did by 
faich perceive whar God would do for his /ſrae/in the laſt 
dayes , as you may ſcein Dext,33.26,27-28,29. Hannah in 
her ſweet ſong of deliverance prophefies of Chriſt,and of his 
Kingdom, 1 Sam.2.10, The adverſaties of the Lord ſhall be 
broken in pieces;out of heaven ſhall he thunder npon them; 
the Lord ſhallzadge the ends of che Earth,and he ſhall give 
liremngrh unco his King, and exalc the horn of his anoiaced, 
Mark, friends, the Exalcation of Chriſt ic liech in the defiru- 
Qion,of his implacable enemies,P{.1 10.1,The Lord ſaid un- 
ro my Lord, Sit thou at my right hand untill I make thine 
Enemies thy foorſigo]: he (ball give firengeh noto his ror

For 
unto ns & Childe is born, unto us a Son is given , and the 
m—_— ſhall be npon his ſhonldet ; and his Nme 
all be called, Wonderful , Counſeller > The mighty God, 
The everlaſting Father , The Pr.nce of peace, Of the in- 
creaſe of his government and peace, there ſhall be no 
end ,upon the Throne of David, and upon his Kingdom, 
tO order ic, and to ftabliſh ic with Judgement and Juſtice, 
from henceforth even for ever, The zeal of the Lord of 
Hoſis will perform this, That ſame Jeſus char is the King 
of his Saints and people, rhar Jeſns ſhall allo be the King 
over all the Nations : Rev. 3,21, To him chat overcomerh, 
will I give to fit with me op my Throne, eyen as 1 alſo 
overcame, and amſer down wich my Father on bis Throne, 
So rthar here you may ſee that Jeſns Chriſt hath a Throne, 
which he calls more properly his Throne. Now what this 
overcomer ſhall do,yon may ſee in Rev, 2. 26,27, To him 
will I'give power overt the Nations ; agreeing with that Pa» 
rable that Chriſt ſpake of , concerning the Lord and his fer- 
vans: co him that had gained ten Talents,his Lord ſaicb,Be 
thon ruler over ten Cicies; and to bim that had gained five, 
over five. But let us alittle confider this ſweer Prophecie of 
the ninth of /ſ4i«h. Some Expoſitors have much reaſoned 
whether chey ſhould call /ſaiab a Prophet, or an Evangeliſt. 
And traly,though all theſe vames thac are giyen anco Chriſt 
be fulfilled in reſpe& nnco his __ in the fate of Grace, 
(for he is the wonderful Connſcllovr of his people in all 
firairs and difficulries,and be is the mighty Godgfor his own 
arm hach bronghc ſalvation, and he is the everlaſting Fa» 
ther, and he is che Prince of peace; for Chriſt onely is a be- 
hevers peace) but ir is ſaid, He ſhall be King npon the 
Throne of David, Now ye know that the Throne of Da- 
vid it was inthe Land of 7=dea over the people of the 
Jew: his is che Throne which Jeins Chriſt ſhall have, 
Objeit, How can that b:? for Jer»/a/em is deſirqyed. 
Anſw, Though ic be , yer we baye the promiſe of __ 
, or 
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for ic, that ir ſhall be again ivhabiced, Zrch, 12, 6, And 7" 
ruſalem (hall be inhabited again in her own place even 12 © 
Jeruſalem, Yea, we finde that at Chriſts ſecond perſonal ap- 
pearances ic i: (aid that his feer ſhall and upon the Monnr 
of Olives, which is before Jeruſalem, Zcch, 14.4, and in 
the ſame day yon finde chat be ſhall be King over all che 
earch, and there ſhall be one Lord, and his name one,in the 
g. verſe. We know alſo, that as So/omon in his ſucceſſion to 
the Crown was a ſweet Type of Chrilt , ſo likewiſe in re- 
ſpe& of his peaceable Kingdom , and thereio Chriſt ſhall 
well be called the Prince of Pezce. Now icis very mnch to 
our purpoſe to conſider with what difficulty Solomoy did at- 
raiv unto the Crown z you haye the ſtory in the x, of 
Kings, chap.1, the whole Chapter is very cemarkable : you 
finde chat So/omons mother in the 17,ver'c comes unto King 
David, and ſhe (id unto him , My Lord, thou (warelt by the 
Lord thy God unto thine handmaid, ſaying, Aﬀurecly So/o- 
m2: thy Son ſhall reign-afrer me , and he ſhall ſir npon my 
Throne, the 18, verſe, and now behold, Adonjjah reigneth, 
Obſerve , it is the woman that prevailes with David , and 

ſurely it mnlt be che woman (even the Chnrch) chat mu 

prevail with God for the exalcation of Jeſus Chriſt, for ſhe 
15 ſaid to travel with che man-:hildes in che twelfch of the 
Revelation, and ſhe brings him forch ar laſt in verſe 10. 

Now is come ſalvation and ſtrength, and the Kingdom of 

onr God, and the power of his Chriſt : no more acculings 
then of Satan , yo, no,the accnſer of the brerhren is. calt 

dowp,Now obſerve how the woman and the Churches and 

Saints of Chrilt may agree cogether in cheir Petition : for 

as (hz ſaid, My Lord, rhon ſwaret that thy Son S:l-ou 

ihonld reign, ſo may rhe Church ſay , Lord, thou halt ſworn 

that thy Son Jeſus Chriſt ſhall reign, in the 8gth. Pſalm, 

verſe 3, 4, Well, what follows ? And now (faich ſhe) 

behold, Adonijah reigneth, This word » Behold, ic is an ex- 

preflion of admiration ; Behold, my ſervant whom I have 

choſen (peaking of Chriſt.) Truely, ic ſhould be matter of 

admiration unto the Sons and daughters of Z'ov , that the 
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Lord ſhonld have ſo much patience & to afford the Kingg 
of the earth that time which is allotted unto them. ,, but the 
Lamb ſhall at laſt overcome chem; we-finde that when Bath- 
ſh:ba had done, then came in alſo Nathas the Prophet , and 
he comes With the ſame ilory : certainly the true Prophets 
of God they will in all generations joyn with the. Church 
in that which concerns the glory of God ; and hereby we 
may come to know who are the falſe Prophers,and who are 
the true. The falſe Prophets they cry up the beaſt, and 
wonder after the beaſt ; bur the erue- Prophers they cry up 
Jeſus Chrilt, and admire at his excellency, and are forced to 
cry our, Who would not fear thee, O thou King of Nations! 
7er.10.7. andas yon read in the following Chapters, of the 
miſerable end that did follow them that helped to Crown 


. Adonijah, (o be affured that nothing but miſery and de- 


{tron will be the end of them that are enemies to the 
Kingdom of Jeſus Chriſt : But as for thoſe mine enemies 
that would nor that 1 ſhould reign over them, bring them 
bitherand ſlay them before me, This will be Chriſts ſen- 
rence upto ſuch þis enemies at h1s appearance, It 1s my Ce- 
Grero run through the whole current of Scripture, that the 
Reader may be ſurniſhed againſt a!] Gainſayers, The next 
Scripture that hints unto this trachyis in Jeb 19. 25, ForTl 
know that my Redeemer liveth, and that he ſhall fland ar 
the latter day upon the earth, verſe 26, 27. yer in my fleſh 
ſill I ſee God , my eyes ſhall behold bim : this was the 
comfort of Jobs knowledge » that he knew that Chriſt was 
his Redeemer, Oman, or whoever thou art that readef?, 
what doth, thy Soul ſay to this ? canſt thou fay as Jeb ſaid? 
hath Chriſt given thee ah entrance into his everlaſting King» 
dom of Grace? believe ir, otherwiſe this truth will ford 
chee little comfort : he doth not ſay, A Redeemer , or THE 
Redzemer , but M Y Redeemer, and this Redeemer ſhall 
ftand upon the earth; yea, (ſaith h2) mine eyes ſhall be- 
hold him : . for our vile bodics ſhall nor be taken away 
from us at Chriſis appearance ; but as Pax! ſaith , they ſhall 
be chavged and made like unto his glorions body. Ard

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now we come to the 2. Pialm, where you have a plain de- 
monliration of Chrift and his Kingdom,verl. 6, Yer have 1 
ſer my King upon my holy Hill of Z94: as ſure as ever this 
was performed io his tate of Humiltacion, (o ſhall ic ſurely 
be accompliſhed in his Exalcation, As 4.25. yer this Plalm 
doth more particularly poiart at his Exaltation, whep he 
ſhall come the ſecond time without fn unco falyation : for 
ic 1s ſaid in the 9, verſe, Thou ſhalt break them with a Rod 
of Iron ; agreeing to that which is ſaid in another place, By 
. the breath of his momh he ſhall ſliy the wicked ; yea, we 
finde ſometimes that God hath ſo revealed this truth in his 
word, that it cannot well be underſtood ſpiricually, uplefie 
we will rarn Scriptures into Allegories , as 1a Pſalm 47, 
where the very Travſlators or Expolicors of the Bible have 
helped n3 with this Expoſition : The Nations are exhorred 
cheertolly ro entertainthe kingdom of Chriſt, In the 2,verſe 
It is (aid, He is terriblegand a great King over all the earch, 
whereas Chrilt as he 1s King to his people, he is the Prince 
of peace, Iſa, 9. 6, but ſee the work that this King is to do, 
in ».3,He (hall ſabdue the people under nz, and the Nacions 
nader our feet : this will be more eſpecially done at his (e- 
cond gloricus appearing,acreeing to that in Das 12.1. And 
another thing that you may take notice of in the Plalm,is in 
v.9. where he ſairh , The Princes of the people are gathered 
together,even the people of the God of Abraham, By Princes 
here I nnder(tand che Saints of God,for they are made Kings 
and Prieſts by Chriſt unto God the Father , as che Apoſtle 
faith, If ye be Chrilts, then are ye Abrahamsiſeed and heirs 
according to the promiſe,Gal. 3, 29. that it is ſpoken of the 
Saints that ſhall rule and reizn with Chri't as Princes , you 
may ſee in 1/a.32.1, Behold, a Kioz ſhall reign in righte- 
onſnefle, and Princes ſhall rule in judzemenr, Second verſe, 
and a manſhall be as an hiding place from che winde, and 
a coverc from the Tempeſt: this is the Man Chriſt Jeſus,born 
of the Vir2inf$Meri22 crucified, dead,and buried.and aſcend- 
ed : foras he ered as God-man in the earth,ſo he ſhell be 
exalted as God-mapupon the earch,witneſs his own wy 
B 2 who 
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who is ern: h ic ſelf, Mark.1 3-26, Andthey ſhall ſee the Son 
of man coming inthe Clouds , with great power and glory. 
Chriſt ſo coming as he is the Son' of David, and the Son of 
Abraham, Now the place whereunto he ſhall gather all his 
people, ir is ſaid co be the excellency of 7acob,which is inthe 
Land cf Canaan. The next Plalm that ſpeaks of this truth,is 
67. 4. O letthe Nations be glad,and fing for joy: why, 
whar is the matter ? ir follows: For thou ſhalc judge che 
people righreoully , and lead the Nations upoh earth, It 
cannot be denied , bur that Chritt doth govern and diſpoſe 
of all chings,now : but this p2iors at his very perſonal being 
as God-man upon the earth , verſ, 6, Then ſhall the earth 
yield her increaſe ; I cannor believe thar the earch doth 
row yield the ſame increaſe that ir did before the fall of 
eAdam , but certainly God will make the earth as glori- 
ous for the ſecond eAdam as ever he did for the firſt, Yon 
have alſo a plain Prophelie of his Kingdom, Pſalm 72, 
Bat I paſſe co the ſecond of //aiah in the ſecond verſe : And 
ic ſhall come to paſſe in the laſt dayes,that che Monntain of 
the houſe of the Lord ſhall be exalted in the top of the 
Mountains: agreeing to that In the fourth of Micah, the 
firlt, The Scripture maketh a diffecence between the latter 
dayes,and the laſt dayes: Chriſt ſaich, As ic was in the days 
of Noh, (o ſhall ic be ta che dayes of the comiog of the 
Son of Man, | 
Objeft, But is not Chtiſts ſecond coming , called the 
jadzement of the great day,as in thelixth of Jude ? where

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fe&s of this his Kinydom you have in /a. i5* The whole 
Chapter is a molt glorious Propheſic of the Kingdom of 
Chrilt , nor onely internally in the ſpirit of/ his people, 
but allo externally in the world, | 

Objeft. Was not this already performed when Chriſt 
came in the fleſh, when the deaf did hear, avd the blind ſee, 
and che lame leap? 

eAnſw, Thou2t the Propheſie hath a ſpecial] eye unto 
chat time, and was ſpecially fuifi!led theo, yer it rexcheth 
unto a higher diſpenſation, as will appear if we conſider 
the Sth, verſe,and the 1 oth, verſe : in the 8th. verſe it is 
ſaid, And an high-way ſhall be there, and a way: and it ſhall 
be called, The way of holinefſe. ] know not the like expreſ- 
fion again in all the Scripture, where the way of holinefle 1s 
called an high-way ; Ido believe that when Chrilt ſpake of 
the ſiraight way and narrow Gate that leadeth unto lifeqthar 
he meant the way of holinefle : now we know that an high 
way itis & broad way,and a plain way ; and yet rightly con+ 
fidered,they do nor oppoſe each other : for while the Prince: 
of the power of the aire (which is the Devil) doth rule and 
bear (way in che world, he (as all other Kings have) bath 
his bigh way» which is the high way ; of fin, errors and pro- 
fanefle, and there are multitudes that are found galloping 
io this way : but the way of holineſle is fo (trait,that he that 
walks in that way mn? walk alone ; but when Chriſt 
cometh, and ſhall be King over all the earth,then ſhall be 
fulfilled that ſaying of the Prophet Z/aiab, Thy people allo 
{hall be all rizhteous, 7/a, 60, 21. It is further apparent if 
we conſider 1/a.3 5.the roth. verſe: by the ranſomed of the 
Lord I underiiand, either the people of the Jews in gete- 
ral, or elſe every true believer in particular : Theſe ſhall 
retwry , and come to Zioz with ſongs, and everlaſting joy 
upon their heads;they ſhall ob:ain joy and gladrieſſe , and 
ſorrow and fighing (hall flee away, Why Gods bringing 
of his people now unto Zjov, it is with weeping) and wich 
ſupplication , bur in this day when (Z:0) the Moun- 
tain of the houſe of the Lord ſhall be exalted inthe fp, 
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of the Mountains, it ſhall be wich everlaſting j3y ; agreeing 
to that in Jer. 31, 12. Therefore they (hall come and ſing 
in the height of Zion, But inthe gih. verſe there 1s weep- 
ing and {upplication,and in the latter end of the 1 2th, verſe, 
they ſhall not ſorrow any more at all, Certainly then this 
will be a time of extracrdinzry ſpiricus] joy, which we ex- 
peR and wait for, and not an outward glotivus Jewiſh 
Kin;dom , waich ſome ſpeaking againſt it, ay that we look 
for : bnt let ſuch (ce rheir portion, 1: they have a por! ion in 
Chriit , and how gracious Chrilt will be unto 'them in this 
his kingdom,in that ſweet Propheſie of ht3 reign in //a, 32.4, 
The heart alſo of the raſh ſhall underiiand knowiedece, ! 
am perſwaded thar many 2 gracious heart,in the corſidera- 
tion of that glorious truth of Chrilts ſpiritnal reign in the 
hearts of his people over (in, Satan ani the world, hath 
crizd down this his perſonal reign vpon the Throne of his 
father David, as ettor and Hereſiz, 1 might cite much in 
the behalf of this crutch, from'/ſa, 65. 17, tothe end, but 1 
ſhall paſſe over to Jer.30,9, And they ſhall ſerve the Lord 
their God, and David their King, whem I will raie up unto 
them Now obſerve the rime when they ſhall ſerve this King, 
itis when God ſhall give them to pefiefle rhe land which 
he gave unto their fathers, as you may lee plainly in the 
third verſe: and before they do rhus ſerve bim,they ſhall re- 
curn and ſeek him, even the Jews char are called the chil- 
dren of Iſrae!, Hoſea 2.

Ye that mike- mention 
of the Lord, keep not filence;for he hath ſaid that the 
Nation and kingdome thac will not ferve them ſhall pe- 
riſh ; yea, thoſe Nations ſhall be utterly deſtroyed , //a,5c, 
I 2. certainly then there is lictle hopes for England thar 
would nor ſuffer yon to dwell among!t us : bur fairhfull is 
God that hath promiſed , and will accompliſh, even to ſer 
overthem thar great Shepherd and Biſhop of onr Souls ,the 
Lord Je us Chrilt, Ezeh 34,23, The next plain Scripture is 
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Dan. 7. 27, And the kingdom , and dominion , and the 
ereatneſſs of the kingdom under the whole heaven, ſhall 
be given tothe people of the Saints of the molt high, whoſe 
kingdom is an everlafling kinzdom, andall dominions ſhall

This is a kingdom ,and dominion under the whole 
heaven, cercainly then ic malt bz on earth ; and ihen (hall 
that promiſe be made good,which faith > The meek ſhall in- 
heric che earth, We do rot doubt, (as a worthy Preacher 
lately ſaid) of a kingdom in the heavens, in thar Tat IP” 7 
celeſtial place of glory prerared for us ; but our Cts 
God hath promiſed ns a kingdem under the whole heaven ; 
wherein Chriit ſhall be Kirg, that one Lord, both oyer be- 
lieving Jews and believipg Genrles, 

This kingdom it is given him by God the Father, who is 
alſo called the ancient of dayes ; for as Chrilt faith, 1 and 
my father are one, you haveitinthe 13, and 14,verts of 
Dan, 7. Iſaw in the vighe Viſions; and behold,one like the 
Son of Man , came with the Clouds of Heaven ; agreeing 
unto Chriſts words, Then ſhall ye ſee the Son of Man co- 
ming in the Clouds of Heaven with power and great glo- 
ry.

Hoſea 13-10, The Prophet Joel 13 very large in declaring 
the figns and wonders thar (hail be, before this great day 
of the Lord, agrecing with choſe in 7atth, 24. Tre Pro- 
pier eAmor is in the latter end of his Propheſie treating of 
the reitauration of the children of {rae}, which cake in ma» 
ny ſpecial circumſtances concerning this truth, and will re- 
quire a larger Treatiſe then this is:for there 13 both heighth 
and depth, and length and breadch in the eruths of God, 
Bur I paſſe them over, and ſhall onely rake notice of 
AMich,4.;, And he ſhall judge among many people, and 
rebuke ltrong nations afar off, verſ,4.They (hall fir every man 
nnder his Vine, and under his Fig-tree, and none ſhall make 
them afraid.

lamentation, and ſhall be for a lamentation. O, how few 
have kepc their fiſt love! and {uch as are in the day of their 
fickt Eſpouſalr, if they be mor very watchful, will be caried 
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away with the (iream, amonglt Profeſſors that have cooled 
in their firſt love : cercaiply therefore ir is a timefor ſuch 
as fear the Lord, to be thinkivg npon bis diſhononred 
N:me z for unto ſuch as fear his Name, ſhall the Swn of righ- 
teomſneſs ariſe with healing under his wings, US

which he did ariſe: & this is his own :eſtimony of his ſecond 
coming,when he ſaich,7 hex ſhall ye ſee the Son ofm an coming, 
ARA,1,92! 0,1 1. bur until that timestheFravens mn{t receive 
him , which will be the time of the refticurion of all chings, 
Att.3.21, 2 Tim,4.1, Paul doth charge Timothy'upon the 
account of the appeating and Kingdom of Chriſt , tobe 
faichful in che work of his Miniſtry : ſo that Chriſt as he is 
King, and in his Kingdom , ſhall jadge both the quick and 
the dead : burwhen Chriſt (hall give up this Kingdom = 
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God the Father,(wch he ſhall doa1Cor.is,) then faith Chriſt to 
his,Come'ye bleſſed of my F ather inherit the Kingdom prepared for 
. you before the ſeundations of the world were laid. And thns God 

che Father (hall be all in all,8 che Saints (ſhall come intorhe 
Fathers Kingdom: Come ye bleſſed of my Father, Luk.1 2.32, 
It is your Fathers good pleaſure to give you a kingdom : and 
this is a Kingdom which was prepared for them,trom before 
the foundations of the world were laid : ſo that the Saincs 
of God, beſides that Kingdom thar they ſhall have npon 
che foundation of the world, ſhall have a Kingdom prep1- 
red for them, from before the foundation of rhe world was 
laid , which is a houſe ecernal in the Heavens. 

Amongli the tuelve choſen Apoltles of Jeſas Chriſt, 
Tehn was che beloved Diſciple, who lay in the boſom of 
Chrilt ; and therefore he did deeply (hace in afiiAions for 
Chriſt ; and being baniſhed into the 11: of Parmos, there 
he had the glorious things that do belong unto chis King 
dom opeved unto bim : i: is the Revelation which God 
che Father gave unto Chrilt, and Chritt by bis Angel revea- 
ledunto John ; 1 John (laith he, inthe ninth verſe) who 
alſo am your brothex and. companion in tribulation , and m the 
hingdom and patience of oſus Chrift: John , and the Sain:s 
chat he did wrice nnto, were eravellivg cowards this King 
dom ; yea, and they were in tlie way too, and that was 
throvgh many tribrlations. You have in the third verſe a 
bleſſing pronounced upon bim that readeth, 2Dpd they ihat 
heac and keep che things which are wricten in chis Prophe- 
fiez that is, keep up the refitmony of them, and the power 
of them heing manifeſted in their lives and converſations, 
Now ſeethoſe [weer Motto's that he gives to Chriſtin the 
fifth verſe: 

Firſt, he is the fathfu/ witneſs , and that in reſpeR of thar 
witneſs chat he did hold forth in cheworld co his Fathers 
olory. And 

Secondly , in reſpe& of that witneſs chat he beares unto 
his people by his Spicir, and that fs a witneſs that he holds 
forth by his Spicic unto cheir (pirics, that they aye the chil- 
dren of God,Rom, 8.16, C9 Secenely, 
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Secondly, he is called che firft begotten of che dead, as the 
Apolile argnes itin 1 Cer, 15. 21. For fince by man came

he is Davids Lerd , nor onely as he is Lord of Heaven and 
Earth, bur alſo as he is King of kings, 4nd Lotd of lords, 
And rhuske is Davids Lord, and David: Prince, as well as 
Nero's Prince, or any other wicked Prince that ever was 
npon the Earth, 

Again, he is David: Lord, in reſpe& rhat he ſhall fir u»- 
on David's Throne; and this is that which David by faith 
did foreſee, and that which is promiſed Chriſt iv Lukg1,31 » 
32:33, Now I hope that there is nonethar will deny char 
Chrilt is the Son of David : ſor raking upon him ony ns, he 
malt of neceſſity rake mpon him our body ; a body haſt thor 
prepared me, Andthus he was in :!! things like unto us; fin 
onely excepted ; and that the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
he1s born of. a Virgin, 1ſa, 7, 14, compared with Mar. 1. 
23, Iamperſwaded in my very conſcience , that the clea- 
ringup of the birch of Jeſus Chriſt , with his perſonal ap- 
pearnceinthe fleſh , ro ſuffer and dye for ſinners, together 
with his perſonal appearance in glory hereafcer, will be the 
DoArine that God will make effe&nal in order nvto che 
conyerfion of the Jews :. for 1underſiand thar herein 1y- 
eth their blindneſs , which was alſo in their forefathers , an 
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expeAation of the Meſſiah in a ate of glory ; but whar 
ſaich Chriſt unto this ? O fools, and ſlaw of heart to believe ! 
ought not Chriſt to have ſuffered theſe things, and ſo to have en- 
tered into by glory?

This Truth is farcher confirmed from Rev,2.26, He that 
evercometh, and keereth my works unto the end, to him will I 
nive power over the Nations, even as I have received of my F a= 
ther, Plal.2.9, The faints, as the Scripture ſpeaks, are Heirs, 
Joynt Heirs, yea, co-Heirs with Jeſus Chriſt, and therefore he 
having received of God the Father to have power over the 
Nations, he will give the fame power over che Nations urco 
his ſaints that do overcome : ard as he did overcome Sin, 
Death, Sataa and the World, apd is now ſet down in bis Fa- 
thers Throne, ſo alſo he hath a Throne (even the Throne of 
his father David) that he will give his overcoming Saints to 

fit down wpon with bim, Rev.3.21, 

Io Rev 11.15. itisthus written, And the [:venth Angel 
ſourded, and there were great Voices in heaven, ſaymg, The 
Kingdoms of this world are become the Kingdoms of the Lord, 
and of hi Chriſt : from henceit is very plain, that they are 
the Kingdoms of this world, which ſhall be given unto Jeſus 
Chriſt. And che devil, that red Dragon, that devouring Ly- 
on, that old Serpent , did know full well of this, when he 
came co tempt Chriſt : for after that he had failed twice, he

monſtrare nnto man, that there is no perſeRion here in-this 
life : but then (ce the limitation thit this word Ever bath 
in Scripture, 10 Pſa/.72.17, it is for ever, as long 4s the ſun, 
Bur let us cake a little notice how the Nations will take this : 
it is faid, They were angry, verl..18. ſo that while the Saints 
ace praiſing and rejoycing before God,with greatadmication 
in the enjoyment of chis ſalvation, the Nations will be frec- 
ting and vexingto ſee what is ceme to pals : for thy wrath 55

why ſo? Many are called, but few are choſen ; one of a Tribe, 
and two of a Family, as the Scripruce witnefſeth, 1ſany that 
are firſt ſhallbe laſt, and the laſt firſt, 

Secondly, if we ook at rhe myltical meaning, then by 
Egypt we, are to underſtand Baby/on, myſtical Babylon, a- 
moneſt witofe inhabicants there is Egyptian darkneſs, and 
the Lord now io the dayes of che Goſpel having called 
and bronght his people out of Baby/on, while they (land 
upon 2 Sea of . plaſs mingl-d with fire, they are inabled by 
the Spiric of God to fing: They ing the Song of © Moſes, and

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Earth which have committed Fornication with her, and the 
Merchants of the Whore are weeping,and wailing,and cry- 
ing out, Alas, alas ; the Saiors they ſhall be ſaying, Allelniahs 
ſalvation:and hononr,& glory,and power urto the Lord our Ged, 
even ſo Amen, Allelwiah, It is a prailing and rejoycing in che 
Lord, for his great Judgements and vengeance which he had 
taken; and to this end Chriſt was anointed> to proclaim 
the day of vengeance of our God, ſa, 61.2, & 63. 4, & 
34.8, butin whar polturethen ſhall the Saincs be in that 
day ? you may ſee inthe 7, verſ, Let #4 be glad, and rejozce, 
and give honour to him ; for the marriage of the Lamb i come, 
and his Wife hath made her ſelf ready, Well, amopg!t all this 
vergeance and Judgement, let us ſee what will be the 
Name of Jeſu; Chriſt, and that 1s» King of kings, and Lord 
of lords, ver, 16, We come now to Rev, 20. i. we have 
preſentedunto us an Angel coming down from Heaven, 
having the Key of the botromleſs pit : whether Chriſt be

wiſe man ſaith, There is a time, 4 ſoaſon for every thing :and 
if che crime fince,in the Scriptural Acchuur:can be lookt upon 
as alitcle ſeaſon, yer where hath Sarans work been ? For[l 
believe, that Saran is yer ar his firſt work, in being a lying 
\ Spirit its the monthes of falſe Prophers,and ſo deceiving the 
Nations in the things of God, and of Chrit, 2nd carrying 
on 
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on the Myſtery of Toiquity ; and at this work he is new 
very bulie, 'laboutlog to perverc Fonndation-trmths by 
ſinful ſyugge" ions into our hearts, Lknow ic by mine ownerx- 
perience: for he hath been very much labontipg to blind my 
und:r:tanding and judgement ina fonndation-iruth : but O 
for ever bleſſed bz that faithful High Prieft > the Lord Jeſus 
Chrilt, who knowing all hi; plots, hath Mill kept my Faith 
running out upon his word, wich an aniwering, /t « written. 
But new his laft work that we read he ſhall do, is to-gather 
the nations againit this beloved City , co their final defity-

It was immediat- 
Iy whiſpered into my foul,by the ſweerand ſtill voice 
of -the Spirit of God, My Grace # ſuffictert for thee, 
And faithful is the Lord whkohath tulfilled his Pro- 
Miſe 
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miſe :for whereas belord ? did finde that he had ta- 
ken his holy Spirit from me, and I had not the pour- 
ings forth of the Spiritot Grace and Supplicationg 
now his aſſiſting grace was come, and now I'confeſ- 
ſed my fin freely : I queſtion not but that alſo his 
accepting grace is (uſhcient for me, and his rewaTr- 
ding grace 1n his due time,even for me alſo,on whom 
the Lord Jeſus might have bcen aſhamed. 

Now therefore, in the words of my dear Saviour, 
I do counſcl every one that hath an carzto hear what 
the Spirit ſaith unto the Churches, Rev.2.
